An unruly 
moh of protesters bent on des­ 
truction and creating a con­ 
f r o n t a i i o n with Claremont 
Men’s College officials invaded 
the ROTC office Friday after­ 
noon, did their “ thing.” then 
w i t h d r e w when they were 
unable to taunt anvone into a 
fight. 
College officials estimate the 
damage at a low $200 to the 
ROTC office situated on the 
ground floor of Bauer Center. 
Most of the damage, they said, 
was confined to the loss of 
printed materials. 
At the st irt of the "rally,” 
advertised as a peaceful dem­ 
onstration, some 200 students 
walked into the office but when 
the militants started doing their 
thing, most walked off in dis­ 
gust.
